In jour issue of Keb 25th I notice jour ed- 


ilonit in which jou take pxceplton to the 
views of liev Dr Kalrchild on the subject of 
church taxation

space in your columns to present a few 
thoughts on the subject, and to correct what 
swm to me sonic misconceptions of the true 
state of the case, contained in jour article. 


I judge from tlie. tpnor of your rwnarks, 


that jou would favor the entire abolition of 
the ''emplojmentof chaplains In legislative 
assemblies and In the aiuiy and navy," as
